Motorists Carry 
Burden of Roads 


Pierre, S. D., Aug. 9 (U. T. P.S.). 


—South Dakota motorists are 
paying for the construction and 
maintenance of South Dakota 


highways with practically no help 
from general taxation, according 
to the annual report of the state 
Highway Commission just made 
public. 

The taxpayers are paying the in- 
terest and sinking fund charges on 
$6,000,000 worth of highway con- 
struction bonds issued in 1919 and 
1920. Last year the motorists, 
through automobile license and 
gasoline taxes, paid in more than 
$3,000,000 to the state highway 
fund, and in addition paid $1,279,- 
374.84 as license taxes to support 
county highway funds. 

A total of $5,014,523.41 was re- 
ceived in the state highway fund 
during the last fiscal year, the re- 
port shows. Of this $1,279,374.84 
was paid as license tax, $1,957,- 
495.37 as gasoline tax, $2,687.39 
was paid in by bus operatorseas a 
tax on gross earnings, $1,621,- 
702.27 was received from Federal 
aid, $1,864.08 came from a general 
tax levy of 1919 and 1920, $81,- 
399.46 from miscellaneous sources, 
and $50,000 was borrowed from 
other state funds.

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 9.—A 
hearing will be held here by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
August 17, for the purpose of com- 
piling information upon which to 
base a report for submission to 
Congress regarding regulation of 
interstate motor carriers. 

Co-operating with the _ Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, which has sent Edward 
F. Loomis, a field representative, 
to make preliminary arrangements, 
He is being assisted by Roy H. 
Compton of the Mack-Internation- 
al Motor Truck Corporation, chair- 
man of the California Legislation 
subcommittee for the N. A. C. C, 
It is Mr. Compton's plan to join 
Mr. Loomis and the I. C. C. of- 
ficials at Portland and accompany 
the party to Los Angeles. 

Last week a meeting of the 
motor truck and bus distributors 
of Southern California was held for 
the purpose of stimulating interest 
in the Los Angeles hearing. At 
this meeting these distributors 
agreed to send questionnaires that 
were outlined by the N. A. C. C. to 
a large number of shippers and 
operators of commercial vehicles. 

“Never has an investigation of 
the nature and importance of that 
now being conducted by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission been 
held in the history of motor trangs- 
portation,’ declared Mr. Compton. 
“History is in the making and 
vitally important results depend 
upon the outcome. Although the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
at this time has no direct juris- 
diction over motor carriers, it will 
make- a report which may influ- 
ence Congress to bestow that au- 
thority on the commission or. some 
other body. In view of this fact, 
therefore, it is highly important 
that motor carriers and shippers 
should be represented well at the 
hearing. 

“Primarily, this investigation 
will deal with the question of com- 
petition between motor and rail 
carriers. The latter are subser- 
vient to the mandates of the Com- 
merce Commission and, therefore, 
ean be ordered to present’ their 
evidence. Motor carriers, however, 
must appear voluntarily. It should 
be understood that interstate com- 
merce alone is not involved.”

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Wild Crude Rubber 
To Break Monopoly 


Elizabeth, N. J., Aug. 9.—The 
use of “wild crude” rubber in this 
country will compete with the 
British plantation product as soon 
as plants equipped to handle the 
wild crude,\are established, ac- 
cording to officials of the Consum- 
ers Rubber Refining Company 
here. , 

Plantation rubber, controlled by 
Great Britain, is produced by scien- 
tific cultivation. The other class 
of crude rubber imported into this 
country is known as wild rubber 
and is found in areas over which 
Great Britain exercises no control. 
Quantities of this variety are avail- 
able, but it- must be subject to a 
cleansing process which plantation 
rubber does not, it is explained. 

To meet this situation the-Con- 
sumers Rubber Refining Company 
here has recently installed the 
largest plant in the country where 
large quantities of tropieal rubber 
will be cleansed for use by the 
automobile tire manufacturing in- 
dustry, according to R. W. Patrick, 
president.

BUS OPERATIONS © 
MORE EXTENSIVE 


Reports for New York 
And Indiana for 
1925 Given 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 9.—Re- 
porting to the Public. Service 
Commission for 1925 were 297 
motor bus companies consisting 
of 75 corporatiogs and 222 in- 
dividuals operating 1,132 buses 
in the state of New York. These 
figures do not include bus com- 
panies operating in New York 
city, subject to jurisdiction of the 
Transit Commission. 

That the reports to the Public 
Service Commission are practically 
complete is indicated by the fact 
that there were registered with the 
Motor Vehicle Bureau outside of 
New York city during 1925 a total 
of 1,177 buses. 

The 1,177 buses registered with 
the Motor Vehicle Bureau have a 
combined seating capacity of 23,- 
820 passengers, a little over twenty 
to the vehicle. The buses run all 
the way from ten-passenger to 
thirty-three passenger seating ca- 
pacity, with some of each variety 
represented. There are also in 
service 38, 50, 52, 64, 65, 66 and 
67-passenger buses. 

There 101 of the ten-passenger 
variety, 201 séating sixteen ‘pase 
sengers, 180 seating twenty “pas- 
sengers, 208 seating twenty-five 
passengers, séventy-four seating 
twenty-nine passengers, thirty-four 
seating thirty passengers, and ‘ten 
seating sixty-seven passengers 
each in service. | ; 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND. 


Indianapolis, .Ind., Aug. 9.— 
Motor bus lines were operated in 
the state of Indiana during the 
year of 1925 at a loss of $159,- 
,020.99, according to a _ report 
compiled by the accounting di- 
vision of the Public Service Serv- 
ice Commission and released. to- 
day. = ‘ 

Revenues in that period totaled 
$3,124,379.72, while the expenses 
amounted to $3,283,400.71. 

The audit was made up from the 
annual reports of the bus compa- 
nies and, the accounting division 
pointed out, represents only the 
actual expenses as compared with 
the costs. 

The bus companies checked are 
in business all over Indiana, many 
of m1em being operated by traction 
interests,» but the majority by 
private or independent owners. 

Not all the companies operated 
at a loss, however. The report re- 
vealed that out of 450 omnibus 
companies doing business in the 
state only 48 showed an actual 
loss.

‘BUREAU CHIEF CONSTRUCTS 
NEW HEADLIGHT SYSTEM 


Washington, ‘Aug. 9—In an effort 
to improve night automobile driv- 
ing conditions, Dr. H. C. Dickin- 
son, chief of the heat and power 
section of thé United States Bu- 
reau of Standards, has developed 
an unusual headlight arrangement. 

It consists of four headlights of 
conventional design equipped with 
special holders for various lenses 
designed to throw the light far 
enough ahead of the car to insure 
safety at high speed and at: the 
same time throw a wide flood of 
light directly in front of the car 
to insure safety in passing another 
car, 

Dr. Dickinson's experiments have 
shown that it is impossible to ob- 
tain both of these effects with only 
two lamps, and there is a possibil- 
ity that the motor car of the fu- 
ture will be equipped with a dual 
filament arrangement.

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Our Responsibility 
N a recent issue of Better Motoring, a house organ 
published by H. L. Stratton, Inc., Oakland dealer in 
New York, Charles A. Harnett, commissioner of motor 
vehicles for the state of New York, points out certain respon- 
sibilities that fall upon automobile dealers and salesmen. 
Mr. Harnett’s point is of such universal application that we 
reprint what he has to say for the benefit of automotive

merchants and salesmen throughout the rest of the 
country :— 
“There is a responsibility more important than any 


other one feature of automobile salesmanship. A respon- 
sibility in the discharge of which the salesman should seek 
and obtain the co-operation of every prospect or buyer. A 
responsibility which, if not properly discharged, may sooner 
or later create a cancerous condition in the automobile 
industry of the United States. I have in mind the salesman 
who guarantees operating efficiency as one of the conditions 
of the sale; is a party to any kind of an arrangement 
whereby an inefficient operator may fraudulently obtain a 
license to drive and then turn that person loose upon our 
streets and highways unable or incompetent to control an 
actual instrument of death. 

“To charge all cases of incompetent driving against this 
brand of salesmanship would, of course, be rank injustice. 
But, on the other hand, there seems to be among public 
officials today a uniform determination to employ every 
possible means in the reduction of accidents due to motor 
vehicle operation. It is not without the realm of possibility 
that the conservation of life and limb may some day make 
necessary a limitation as to the number of motor vehicles 
licensed for operation within a given area. 

“Personally I believe it entirely possible to so minimize 
the number of motor accidents that any such drastic action 
will be unnecessary, but every person directly or indirectly 
connected with the operation of motor vehicles must put his 
or her shoulder to the wheel if we are to accomplish any- 
thing approaching the desired result. 

“In the last analysis the dealer and salesman are 
vitally concerned along with the public in this eampaign 
for safety. The dealer should insist that every delivery 
be surrounded by all possible precaution against the car 
being operated by an incompetent or unfit driver. The 
buyer should assist the dealer in establishing this pre- 
caution. Both should remember that you cannot 
measure human life in terms of dollars and cents or 
sacrifice it to the pleasure that may be gained from the 
illegal or incompetent operation of a motor vehicle upon 
the highway.” 

Mr. Harnett is right in saying that dealer and sales- 
man are more interested than any one else in promoting 
safety. They have not only the ordinary humanitarian 
desire to prevent suffering and death, but they have to con- 
sider the adverse effect on their business created by an 
excessive motor vehicle accident toll. We may all of us take 
his words to heart. 


“The last half of 1926 should be a big half year for 
motor companies generally. I base my anticipation of a 
big half year for motor companies on a conviction that this 
country is in for a long era of uninterrupted prosperity and 
if this is true the public generally will be large buyers of 
motor cars.”—A. R. Erskine, president of the Studebaker 
Corporation. 

As a prophet we wish Mr. Erskine the best of luck 
and the mantle of Elijah and we hope that he hasn’t even 
told us the half of it.

STEAM-DRIVEN BUS 
PLANS KEPT SECRET 


Production Soon to 
Start; Low Operating 
Costs Big Factor 


LEVELAND, Aug. 9.—A 
steam-driven motor bus 
which is expected to set trade 
records in cutting fuel and 
lubrication costs is soon to be 
placed in production here by 
interests identified with Bak- 
er Motors, Inc., of Cleveland. 
Secrecy still shrouds much of 
the plans of the corporation which 
has been conducting research work 
for many months on the new Baker 
motor, announced last fall in Au- 
tomotive Daily News. 

The bus type is expected to be 
produced either by Baker Mo- 
tors, the Steam Appliance Com- 
pany, an affiliated concern, or 
by a yet unnamed large truck 
manufacturer who has been ne- 


gotiating with the Baker in- 
terests. 
“The new car can accelerate 


from a stop to top speed without a 


jerk, and under the worst traffic 
conditions,” G. A. Frantz, presi- 
dent of Baker Motor, explained. 


“It can maintain a speed of one- 
quarter to one-half mile an hour 
under any road condition. Even 
on steep down grades the bus can 
be controlled or brought to a dead 
stop by the motor alone, no brakes 
being necessary, although the bus 
{s equipped with self-energizing 
hydraulic service brakes, an emer- 
gency hand brake operating on the 
propeller shaft, and what might be 
called a super-emergency brake— 
the engine itself.’”’ 

The Baker motor represents a 
marked departure from _ trade 
engineering practices in steam 
automotive manufacture. The 
motor utilizes cylinders’ set 
around a central drive shaft and 
revolving around it, the shaft and 
the case only remaining station- 
ary. Power is taken off the en- 
gine. 

The car is started by turning a 
Switch and stepping on-the steam. 
There is no gearshift, carburetor or 
starter. The steam generator is 
mounted under the hood and in 
place of a radiator the car carries 
a steam condenser. 

The fire is electrically controlled 
and fuel is fed through a pump and 
sprayed as a mist into the combus- 
tion chamber. The motor drives a 
small fan furnishing sufficient air 
under pressure for complete com- 


bustion when the mixture is ig- 
nited. 
Considerable secrecy has sur- 


rounded the tests since the motor 
was invented by W. E. Baker, vice- 
president of the company. 


Urge Germans to 
Boycott U.S. Cars 


Berlin, Aug. 9.—The steady in- 
flux of American cars added to the 
output of the Ford Motor Works 
here has so alarmed the German 
automobile manufacturers that 
they have appealed to the people’s 
patriotism to boycott the foreign 
cars and buy expensive home prod- 
ucts. 

Tariff rates on foreign cars which 
were considered prohibitive were 
pushed through the Reichstag 
some time ago, but it was only a 
matter of time until the American 








ears had captured the market. The 
Ford Motor Works here is now 
turning out twenty cars daily and 


has plans to jump its production to 
sixty cars a day. 

In view of this the National Au- 
tomobile Industry has circularized 
prospective buyers calling their at- 
tention to Germany's present repa- 
rations burden and asking them 
not to send their money to foreign 
countries by buying foreign cars, 
and also they ask them to help 
keep the German factories work- 
ing. 

The American dealers feel that

OMMENT has often been 

made that the railway 
people were the logical group 
to have introduced and de- 
veloped motor transportation. 
But the reason they did not is 
that they thought in terms of 
mass transportation rather 
than personal individually 
owned vehicles.

carriage shops. 

This has been the history, large- 
ly, of the motor business, and it 
is from this lineage that Henry H. 


Timken, head of the Timken roller 
bearing and axle enterprises, 
springs. 


He was not schooled in adver- 
sity, but on the other hand, the 
more or less silver spoon did not 
blind him to the fact that there 
was gold and platinum tableware 
available for those who kept their 
eyes open. 

His father had developed a siz- 
able carriage business and had in- 
vented the tapered roller bearing. 
Originally, H. H. had not intendéd 
to follow in the parental footsteps, 
but to study law. When the auto- 
mobile began to be seen on the 
streets, however, it was clear to the 
young man that here was an open- 
ing market for bearings far in ex- 
cess of previous opportunities. By 
1902 the Timken Company had 
turned out more than 120,000 
bearings for the year, which is less 
than a tenth of the monthly sales 
today. 

Salesmanship, in addition to the 
quality of the product, has been 
the basis of this enormous growth. 
The Timken organization investi- 
gated and kept after every inventor 
and machine shop which was turn- 





ing out these new means of travel. 

Some of the automobile shops 
were bound to succeed. It was 
hard to tell in the early days 
which would be the winners, but 
if all were on the Timken custom- 
er list, a certain percentage would 
come to the fore and be big busi- 
ness builders. 

Competition, of course, devel- 
oped. Production methods had to 
be changed to bring the costa 
lower. But as the industry grew, 
the Timken shops grew also. 

Another factor besides salesman- 
ship in this rise was due to the 
fact that the company kept to one 
line. The addition of axles and 
some other parts to the equipment 
was merely a logical extension to 
the service of providing the roll- 
ing element in the rolling stock. 
Constantly the emphasis was on 
Timken roller bearing and axles, 
and constantly this reputation 
grew.

No Scarcity in 
Rubber Is Seen 


New York, Aug. 9.—While prices 
showed no tendency to recede from 
the levels reached in Friday's 
strong market, there was a general 
letdown in activity in crude rubber 
at the close of the week. Sellers 
were not much in evidence. Lon- 
don was higher. Thus the absence 
of buyers from the exchange and 
also from the outside market had 
very little effect upon the price 
situation. Sales on the exchange 
amounted to only forty-eight lots. 
Outside, practically’ nothing was 
done during the day. 

In general, the trade is not in- 
clined to view the British restric- 
tion plan with much alarm, at least 
during the first quarter in which 
restriction will probably be in ef- 
fect. Stocks, afloats and new pur- 
chaséS “during the next three 
monhths seem likely to prevent any 
scarcity, and, while some specula- 
tive activity expected, it is not 
believed that the rubber consumers 
will be in the market for any con- 
siderable parcels in the immediate 
future, at least, not on the strength 
of the proposed restrictive meas- 
ures.
